Speaker Henderson at this point 
called attention to the fact that the 
language of tbs resolution charged 
that newspapers and members of 
Congress bad been bribed. 

"Members of Congress,” be said,

of the House. If members oi the 
Senate, that body must be the cus- 
todian of Its own morals. He 
thought if the resolution was to be 
privilcried it should specifically in- 
clude members of the House. 

"I am prepared to say," replied 
Mr. Richardson, “that these charges 
do include members oi the House, 
and will amend the resolution to that 
extent.”

' ont with him on tb^ tng 
the lilting of pound nets. He was per- 
fectly willing, and one bright morn- 
ing we started. I said one bright 
' morning. How well I remember what 
a controat to the evening when we 
! were taken ashore. 

"The tog bad the usual crew of cap- 
tain — who was also the chief mogul, 
the owner and proprietor — the fiaher- 
I mao, an engineer, a fireman and tonr 
deck bands, who also served In the 
capacity of fishermen when it came to 
handling the nets and csring ior the 
fish. We steamed aonth about 10 
miles toward the Indiana sbore, and 
we were 10 miles out in the lake. An 
.mehoted buoy, bolding a tiny red flag 
told us ol the beginning of the shore 
end ol the net. Pound nets range 
from joo to 1.500 fMt inlengHi. They 
are anchored down by leaden weightn 
end held in an nprigbt position by 
cork floaters. In width, they vary 
from 10 to 15 feet. At the end is the 
pound or trap, which is made by the 
net into s circle. Kish, when they 
strike an obstacle, invarlbly follow it. 
They travel in echools mostly, one 
following the other as sheep in a pss- 
tnre. Occasionally s larger and dil- 
ferent species will get in the line, bnt 
acboole keep well together as s mle, 
even alter being scattered by one of 
the cannibala. Once In the trap they 
cannot escape. Then the pound is 
carefully lifted to the boat’s deck un- 
til the fish are witbin reach when the 
larger ones are palled out with a gefl 
a murderous looking weapon, while 
the smaller ones are landed by means 
ol scoops. 

"I should have said that onr tng 
had In tow s ‘smack,’ or amall sailing 
vessel. She, the ‘smack,’ was rigged 
with one ’stick’ snd msde to carry a 
good big sheet of canvass. When 
there was s lair wind the waa nsnally 
loaded first and sent home, while the 
tug remttned to take the remainder ot 
the ‘catch’ and reset the nets. When 
there wae not good tailing the 
‘smack’ waa towed in. 

"On this o»:salon, there was a fair 
wind, and Rickaby suggested that in- 
aamneh u we had seen the fish taken 
ont oi the pound, we return with the 
‘smack’ and get the sport of a good 
sail. I readily lell in with the Idea, 
and It was not long before we were 
speeding along in excellent shape. It 
was immense, and althongb the spray 
dashed over us snd we were all cling- 
ing to the upper side of the craft. It 
was exhilarating and none enjoyed it 
more than I did. Suddenly there wsa 
a crash, a splash, and the next thing 
I knew I was under water. I knew 
how to swim and although it was my 
first experience under water burdened 
by my clothing, yet I found little dif- 
ficulty to get to the surface. In an 
instant I wss struck with the lull force 
ot a high wave and once more sub- 
merged.
